Fandom is a hobby, not a 
get-rich-quick scheme. Zines 
aren’t profitabie, especiaiiy 
when you factor in the cost of 
the editor’s time. They don’t 
turn into prozines, either. The 
only reason to do a fanzine is 
because it's fun. 

People don’t usually expect 
to make a profit on their hob¬ 
bies, so a fahzine shouldn’t 

other hand, every fanzine 
editor can use a little financial 

and postage so expensive. 

So, what’s a decent price? 
$1-2.50 sounds about right to 
me. Special circumstances 
might merit more money, but 
the typical 20-page fanzine 
should fall within that range. 

Some fanzine editors may
